The article deals specifically "'itli 


accumulations of grain and cotton shipments, the revival of export livide 
nnd its relation to tlie shipping available for eoininercipl purposes, the 
difficulties of ship owner as well us shipper, and fitwlly a picture of ship- 
ping conditions at home and abroad. 


This exhaustive arliclc in its introductory paragraphs speaks oC the 


general tendency on the part of business to accommodate itself to unusual 
conditions and approach u normal basis. 
Fen- a long time after tlic war 


broko out over-seas trade was in a sl'.u'k condition due <ji'e.illy to jieneriil 
apathy in trade channels. This condition was aggravated .speedily by Hie 
Jack of initiative on the part of shippers, owing lo the extreme uncer- 
tainty of the fate of shipping especially to the belligerent countries. 


• "Consequently," sHys the trade journal,. "it was a matter of frequent 


occurrence for ships to -clear from American ports to Europe, and even 
for South America, with only a portion of their cargo space filled. Such 
conditions were unprofitable for ship owners and n gradual tendency 
Lccame evident. for them to hold their ships for better prices and rales.'' 


• A definite condition of war control of the sea?, the publication of 


declarations concerning, .contraband, and 
the 
ini-ronsing demand 
for 


American commodities abroad gradually 
restored 
confidence, but when 


American exporters sought to meet I he increased demands, I here was one 
serious handicap — lack of ships. 
German shipping had been eliminated, 


many ships of the Euglisb and. .French commercial lines had been com- 
mandeered for service with the British navy and America hnci no merchant 
marine of its own to UliQ the .place of the foreign ships that were turned 
out of the trade cjiajmcjs. . . . 


The scarcity of ships has now become very pressing-, according to this 


authority. 
To quote: _ _"ll. is .not at all unusual, but on the contrary the 


general rule that shippers must engage sp.uce anywhere from two to six 
.weeks in advance of the proposed date of shipment. The aggregate value 
:of our exporls has reached at least normal proportions and probably

the : shortage of ships is due to the elimination of all German and the

lias proved a matter of serious embarrassment."

acutely by cotton and grain exporter?. 
Business authorities .say .that 


figures 'of exports give no idea of the injury which our trade has received 
as lack of shpis has crippled expansion. 
In the early stages of trade 


^Ingnnlion the government sought to interest private capital in rehabili- 
tating mi American merchant marine, but the attempt failed. 
The admin- 


istration thereupon framed the shipping bill ' now before, congress lo 
provide for the formation of a government-owned service, and though 
this has aroused a, storm of opposition on all sides, there is no indication 
that the president has abandoned his support of the measure^ in the 
slightest. His point of view is possibly that. contained in the following 
from "The Nation's •Business":- "An enumeration of the embarrassments 
uow 'attending foreign trade need not necessarily be discouraging and the 
activity of our exports distinctly affords much relief. 
At the same time 


the matter of ships continues pres'sing. Necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion, as well as knowing no law, and some soluton of the problem is no 
doubt at hand."

If things turn onl-as anticipated, Ihe Ducia case may reveal whether

provide employment for certain needy 
prsons whom they deem worthy." 


The money may be spoilt, according 


to the provisions of the resolve, "in tho 
reclamation ot wet lapds. the improve- 
ment of forests and imy public works 
which may be propeiV' 


Sir. Newhall of

the proposition, contending that it is 
impracticable to attempt work on wet 
lands at present. He .suggested Unit a 
more feasible method of relief would 
be to require cities and lowns to em- 
ploy their citizens In gypsy and brown- 
tail moth work,

THE LADY'S WORKBAG 


The latest bib for a young child Is 


not unlike a 
small 
waist 
without 


sleeves. The 
sleeves, aimholes. and 


the bottom arc often scalloped and 
n a colored linen, or if that seems too 
leavy or not necessary, they can be 
bound with white, or colored tape. 


They should be mado from a heavy 


Inen or pique and arc cut so that 
:hey cover the entire, upper part of the 
dress, being slipped over the nrms 
and lied up the back so they cannot 
je pulled out of place as readily as 
he old-fashioned one that simply fas- 
tens by tying around the neck. 


Ot course there must be "the best 


alb" and that Is fashioned from white 
handkerchief linen hemmed all of the 
ivay around and the hem finished with 
a small brlar-stltch and edged with a 
fine pattern of lace put on with a, lit- 
tle fullness. Exquisite but not at all 
practical, Is this last dainty bib. 


?elher. Of course when yon use the 
French knots no padding Is necessary. 


I have Just finished several skirt- 


langers which I find most convenient 
Twelve Inches of belling Is necessary 
for a pair. Cut the belting into two 
CQiial parts, fold one piece In half and 
in Iho fold fasten the top of a three- 
inch safety-pin by stili-hing the bell-

the linen down even 
with 
the 
top 


of the hem and over-hand ihe two to- 
gether as fine and even as It Is possi- 
ble. There is no other licm where the 
stitches show rts little, and yet gives 
strength and firmness. 


How many of us have tried to em- 


drolder a dot and have 11 look round 
when Ilnished. I find that the ten- 
dency is to make It larger, and that 
is I think because of the padding. I 
place the first row of stitches across 
the dot well within the outline, then 
work n. row at right angles to the first 
completely covering it and Just within 
the line. 


Then take the last stitches at right 


angles to the second row of padding, 
working from side to side, following 
the marked outline.

broke out over-seas Iradc was in a slack condition due greatly to general 
apathy in trade channels.' This condition was aggravated speedily by the 
lack of initiative on the part of shippers, owing to the extreme uncer- 
tainty of Ihe fate of shipping especially to the belligerent countries. 
"Consiquenllj," says the trade journal, "it was a mailer of frequent 
occurrence for ships lo clear from American ports to Europe, and even 
for South America, with only a portion of their cargo space filled. Such 
conditions were unprofitable for ship owners and a gradual tendency 
became evident 'for them to hold their ships for hotter prices and rates."

marine of its own to take, the place 'of Ihe foreign ships that were turned 
out of the trade- Channels.

The scarcity of ships has now become very pressing, according to this 


authority. To quote-: ''It is not at all unusual, but on the contrail' the 
general rule that shippers must engago space anywhere from two to six 
weeks in advance of (he proposed date of shipment. 
The aggregate value

exceeded them.- At. this time it. is .difficult to slate conclusively whether 
the shortage of ships is due to the elimination of all German and the

BOSTON, Jan. 86— The first step .on 


ho part of the legislature to afford re- 
ef for the unemployed along the lines 
uggcsted by Governor WalBh In his 
laugural- address was taken yestcr- 
ny when the house, after a short de- 
ate, passed to be engrossed a. resolve 
cported hy the committee on agrl- 
ulture providing for an appropriation 
f approximately Jfi/),000 to be, cxpend- 
d by the chief engineer of the st&t* 
cpartment of health, the secretary ot 
ho board of agriculture and the et»te 
orestcr, acting as a commission, "to 
rovldo employment for ccrlaln needy, 
rsons whom they deem worthy." 
The money may be spent, according 


o the provisions of Iho resolve, "In th« 
eclamatlon of wet lands, the Improve- 
nent of forests and any public work* 
vhlch may be proper." 


Mr. Newhall of Stoneham oppoied 


ho proposition, contending that It Is 
mprftctk'able to attempt .work on wet 
ands at present. He suggested that's 
more feasible method of relief would 


e to reQuIre cities and towns to em- 
loy their citizens In gypsy and brown- 
alt moth work, 


Mr. Wnshhurn asked the republicans

tions which arise in connection with 
the administration of its affairs.

ington, D. C., has an article entitled, "Shipping Conditions and Reviving 
Trade," which is apparently n disinterested attempt to give a fair, im- 
jiarfiql and non-political review of (lie effects of the war and the problems 
that confront the country as a result. The article deals specifically with 
accumulations of grain and cotton shipments, the revival of export tiado 
end its relation to the shipping available for commercial purposes, the 
difficulties of ship owner as well as shipper, and finally a picture of ship- 
ping conditions at homo nnd abroad.

This exhaustive niliclo in ifs introductory paragraphs speaks of the 


! general tendency on the part of business to accommodate itself to unusual 


conditions and approach a normal basis, For a long time after tho war 
broke out over-seas trade was in a slick condition due greatly to general 
apathy in trade channels. This condition was aggravated speedily by ihc 
lack of initiative on the part of shippers, owing to tho extreme uncer- 
tainty of the fate of snipping especially to the belligerent countries.

The aggregate value 
of our exports has reached nt least normal proportions .and probably 
exceeded them. At this time it is difficult to state conclusively whether 
the shortage of ships is due to the elimination of all German and the 
withdrawal of some British bottoms, from the Trans-Atlantic and South 
American trade.

every favorable transportation facility is heeded, a lack of available ships 
has proved a matter of serious embarrassment."
